“Ten Market Bucks” wood, a “Five Market Bucks” wood, and a “One Market Buck” wood. 
These are large 50mm round woods. These woods were found in Toronto in a Farmers’ 
Market somewhere near the St. Lawrence Farmers’ Market. Al was able to secure a set 
for me. | know Dave Gillespie also has gotten a set as he sent his daughter down to this 


market to purchase set for him. 


The “Ten” is Purple / Black / 
Green / Red / Orange on the 
obverse and Purple / Black on the 
reverse. 


The “Five” is Red / Black / Green / 
Orange on the obverse and Red / 
Black on the reverse. 


The “One” is Green / Black / Red / 
Orange on the obverse and Green / 
Black on the reverse.

THE WOODS OF CANADIAN COIN NEWS 


by John Regitko, CAWMC Member #265 


In 1990, Trajan Publishing issued four promotional woods to promote Canadian Coin News, one of the three papers they 
owned at the time. 


Three of the woods contained the same printing, but the 38mm blanks were either normal (5775-005, both sides 
illustrated), silver painted (Belsten #5775-O06) or gold painted (#5/775-007) before imprinting. Three thousand were 
printed of the plain one, 500 of each of the painted ones. All three woods were printed in red.

The fourth one is in the form of a keychain, of which | @ | 
100 were made (#5775-010), with both sides Pm 
printed in red. Although one side was the same as a 
the other issues, the address side was printed with a

The next wood coming out of the CCN office was in. 
1993, when an issue of 2,100 pieces on 38mm __ 
blanks commemorated their 3Oth anniversary — 
(5775-010). They were also printed in red on both 
sides by Canada Wide Woods. 











One of the major prizes at a number of TICFS was one year 
subscriptions to Canadian Coin News, drawn every hour during the 
three-day shows. That was a lot of subscriptions | handed out, only 
reduced somewhat by the fact that you had to be present to claim your 
price when your number was drawn. Therefore, the claims dropped 
considerably as the day wore on and people did not stay until the end. 
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Chapel Hill Museum

The Chapel Hill Museum in Shag Harbour (Nova Scotia) sits on or near the old site of the Samuel de Champlain-era trading 
post, Vieux Logis (Old House). Before becoming a museum in 1979, it served as a United Baptist Church from its birth in 
1856 to 1971. From 1996 through 2002, the Chapel Hill Historical Society issued a successful series of wooden nickels 
to raise funds for the museum. 


First came a one-off prototype to give an idea of what the finished product would look like. A rubber stamp issued for a 
provincial tourism promotion was used to imprint a uniface wood with the museum in red ink with “Vieux Logis” above and 
“Old House, Shag Harbour, NS” below. The first actual issue featured a front with the museum building (they must have 
liked the prototype) with “United Baptist Church, 1856-1971” above and “Chapel Hill Museum, 1979-1996” below in 
black. The back has Shag Harbour’s community seal, chosen in a 1985 contest celebrating their 200? anniversary. 
Universal Signs of New Brunswick (who would be the makers of the entire series) printed 100 woods with a burgundy back, 
followed by another 100 with a blue back after the first sold out. 


1997 saw a slight design change to the front, with “Chapel Hill Museum” at the top and “Shag 
Harbour, NS” and the year below. This would be a common design for the rest of the series, with 
only the date changing. The back marked the beginning of a lighthouse theme, with the proceeding 
years to feature four lighthouses that could be seen from the museum’s observation tower (a 
converted belfry). The first (1997) was the Emerald Island lighthouse in red, which was followed in 
1998 by the Bon Portage Island in green. These two issues share another 
theme; celebrated author Evelyn Richardson was born on Emerald Island 
and would make her home in the Bon Portage lighthouse. As with previous 
and subsequent issues, there were 100 made. 





The final two issues in the lighthouse series were Seal Island in 1999 and Cape Sable Island in 
2000. Both were done in red foil with the common black opposite side. These two locations make 
up the first and second southernmost points in Nova Scotia. 





Although shipwrecks are a large part of 
local lore, it's another possible wreck in 
1967 that brought headlines to the area. 
The now-famous Shag Harbour UFO) @ 
incident became the subject of their next ~ 
series of woods, with issues in 2000 (red 
foil face/black reverse), 2001 (blue face/ 
black reverse), and 2002 (green foil face 
and reverse). Additionally, there was a 
uniface (black) UFO prototype made in 
2000. 



















Designs for all issues were by Doug Shand, 
except for the UFO motif, which was 
designed by Eric Shand. 


The Chapel Hill woods present a very 
attractive run, featuring popular themes 
that fit nicely in many collections.

Is Your Estate Prepared? 


Recently your Editor has heard some sad estate stories. Wood collections that have been built over 40-60 years, are no 
longer in tact, because those left behind to look after the deceased’s affairs, have no idea there is value in the 
collections. 


® I’ve heard of a very large collection (much of which was very unique and had several rare pieces), were cleaned out 
of the apartment the person lived in, and put in the dumpster. A couple of association members raced over to try 
and salvage it, but were only able to retrieve a couple of bags, due to the dumpster already having been emptied at 
least once before the next lot went in. 


® l’ve heard stories where entire collections were taken to the family to the dump for destruction as part of cleaning 
out where the deceased person lived. 


@ l’ve heard stories, where some collections were used as fire wood at the family campground (possibly the 
deceased’s wish, or maybe a disgruntled spouse happy to have them out of the house, ??’). 


e Another really sought out collection was broken into section and donated to local goodwill type centres, and what 
happened from there remains unknown. 


@ Another very sought after collection, went to a person via distribution by the family, that who has it and where is 
unknown, only the geographic vicinity. Or they were given to young children to be used as toys or coloured on. 


® Flooding occurred in the area, and the clean up crews just tossed everything and anything. Forest fires and other 
natural disasters (tornadoes) took hold. Mother Nature unfortunately you cannot defend your estate against. 


lf we want to preserve collectors woods to be available to “true” wood collectors going forward, it’s important that your 
family (and landlord, if applicable), Know your wishes regarding the woods. Also it’s a good idea to put notes on the 
containers, and indicate there is a market to distribute the woods, or at least attach wooden collectors association 
executive contact info (and keep it current). In many cases the families (or landlords) don’t want to be bothered trying to 
find buyers, and just want to get rid of the entire lot and quickly. The other thing heard, has been folks who are nearly 
the end of their life and now have an enormous collection to dispose of but don’t have the years left it will take to sell it 
off in pieces, and there’s nobody who will buy it because it’s simply too large (and therefore 
too expensive). In some of these cases these folks had taken on collections from other 
deceased person, so we are talking in the 30,000-100,000 collections combined. Figure 
out how soon you should start to sell off your collection in pieces and begin to do so, so you 
can enjoy the money now, rather than risk the investment gone.
